Government hereby determines that Ferritic Stainless Steel coins of One Rupee denomination, Fifty Paise denomination. Twenty 
Five Paise denomination and Ten Paise denomination shall also be coined at the Mints for issue under the authority of Central 
Government and that such coins shall conform to the following dimensions, designs and metal compositions, namely:—

DESIGNS : 

ONE RUPEE : 

This coin will be with plain edge. 

OBVERSE :—This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka pillar in the centre with the legend “ 

inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word ‘MRtf’ and on the right upper periphery with the word 

“INDIA”. 

REVERSE:—This face of the coin shall bear the denominational value * 1’ in international numeral, flanked on the left and right 
periphery with the design ‘ Ear of Corn’. The upper periphery shall also bear the word ‘ W ’ and lower periphery shall bear the 
word “RUPEE” and the year of coinage in international numerals shall also be shown underneath. 

FIFTY PAISE: 

This coin will be with plain edge. 

OBVERSE:—This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka pillar in the centre with the legend 
inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “ftEd” and on the right upper periphery with the word 
1 INDIA’. It shall also bear the denominational value “50” in international numerals flanked on the left lower periphery with the 
word 1 ’ and on the right lower periphery with the word “PA1SE’ ’. 

REVERSE:—This face of the coin shall bear the map of India with Parliament House superimposed on it. On the right upper 
periphery the word “ftTOT” and “1NDTA” shall be inscribed and the year of coinage in international numerals shall be shown 
underneath. 

TWENTY FIVE PA1SE : 

This coin will be with plain edge. 

OBVERSE :—This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka pillar in the centre with the legend “rieqftq 
inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word ‘MTOT’ and on the right upper periphery with the Word 
rNDIA. It shall also bear the denominational value “25" in international numerals flanked on the left lower periphery with the 
“AF” and on the right lower periphery with the word “PAISE”. 

REVERSE: 

This face of the coin shall bear in centre a replica of “RHINOCEROS" and the year of coinage in international numerals on 
upper periphery. 

TEN PAISE : 

This coin will be witlj plian edge. 

OBVERSE: 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar in the centre with the legend “TRdftri tsTfttT’ inscribed below, 
flanked on the left periphery with the word and on the right periphery with the word “INDIA”. 

REVERSE: 

T his face of the coin shall bear the denominational value “10” in the international numerals in the centre flanked on the left 
upper pheriphery with the “^Fi” and on the right upper pheriphery with the word “PAISE” and the year of coinage in interna¬ 
tional numerals underneath.
